A pronouncedly pateinal and 


commendable feature of the Turk we 
observed in bakeries. 
Offii'inh!, with 


scales in hand, weighed the loaves of 
bread to ascertain whether the correct 
weight were given to the bujors 
of 


bread. Any loaf which lacks the pre- 
scribed weight is confiscated and tho 
baker has to pay a penalty. 


"In his external deportment nnd ap- 


pearance at least the average Turk 
leads a model life. 
He is courteous, 


obliging-, honest and sober. A great 
source of scandal, 
therefore, which 


may explain to some extent his apathy 
towards Christians, 
lies in the fact 


that In the quarters of the latter 
the vilest illustrated sheets are often 
publicly 
displayed, 
low 
dives 
and 


bawdy houses abound galore, honesty 
gives way to fraud and thefl, murders 
and suicides are of daily occurrence. 
No wonder, then, that In the language 
of the Turk these quarters are desig- 
nated as 'swine quarters.' "

To Both the Oats and Corn Because 


of Heavy Rains. 


Editor Decatur Herald: During the 


ast week I have read several articles 
r, the Decatur Herald in reference to 
he condition of the crops since the 
•ecent big rains. If you will notice you 


1 sec that most of these items were 


nsplred by grain buyers and not by 
rain raisers. Either these grain biiy- 
rs don't know what the conditions 
it the crop are or they are interested 
n buying cheap grain and I presume 
.he latter is the case. I have been in 
.he country in different directions from 
Decatur and have talked to hundreds 
of farmers in this and other counties 
md the general opinion is that the 
oats crop is damaged from 25 to 30 
-jcr cent, taking in umslderatton the 
xtra expense of li.irvostiiiff, as a great 
nnny fields of outs will huve to be 
cut one way and that means double the 
expense of harvesting.

There are thou- 
sands of acres of corn in Macon coun- 
ty alone that are a total loss, besides 
what is damaged by water standing 
en it and getting scalded by these hot 
days. I believe that the damage to the 
corn crop Is at the best calculation 
20 per cent. In making these calcula- 
tions we have to take into consider- 
ation the condition of the ground. No\v 
il is beat down and run together and 
anybody knows that has ever farmed 
that after the ground is packed down 
as it is now it will not hold moisture 
and the first dry spell the ground will 
crack open and the corn will fire and 
burn at the bottom. I believe these 
estimates as to the condition of the 
crop are pretty near correct, notwith- 
standing what the grain buyers say 
about it being a benefit to the crop.

Even before peace with the Boers 


was officially announced England had 
begun to carry out her plans for reset- 
tling South Africa with her own peo- 
ple Months ago under official prompt- 
ings, the immigration associations of 
London set about bearing a hand with 
the settlement problem. The Colonial 
immigration Society began it by send- 
ing out a delegation of several hun- 
dred women to Cape Colony for dis- 
tribution at various points where fe- 
male help could command high wages 
and loyal English feminine influence 
could do the most good.
